19.— First Lieutenant 
David 
Putnam , of 
Newton, 
Mass., 
“ Ace of Aces” of the Am erican aer­ 
ial arm y, was killed late Wednesday 
afternoon w hile on patrol duty over 
the Am erican line. 
He was flying with Lieut. Robert­ 
son, when seven Germ an machines 
attacked them, four m aking for Put 
natn and three for Robertson. 
The 
attack was sudden and unexpected 
and came from above. 
Lieut. P u t­ 
nam was shot twice 
through 
the 
heart. 
His machine glided to earth 
at Llney, behind the Am erican lines, 
where his body was found by his 
comrades. 
Lieut. Robertson return­ 
ed un lui rt. 


Lieut. Putnam was a lineal de­ 
scendant o f Gen. Israel Putnam of 
Revolutionary W a r fame, and was 
credited with twelve aerial victories 
over the Germans. 
H is first victory was on Jan . 19, 
as a member of the Lafayette Squad­ 
ron, when he brought down a Ger­ 
man plane, for which he was aw ard 
ed the French W a r Gross on M arch 
5. 
La te r he was decorated further 
by the French government, and early 
in Ju n e he was transferred to the 
Am erican aviation service. 
His greatest accomplishment was 
on Ju n e 10, when he brought down 
five Germ an machines in one day, 
which record has been exceeded but 
once during the entire war, Lieut 
Fonke of the French aviation serv­ 
ice having brought dowrn six enemy 
planes in one day.

last aerial victory was reported on 
Sept. 2.
